It baa, however, made 
attacks oa the Meyor and Councillors 
that we are happy' to say are 
wholly anfounded. So far as we are able 
to j of the conduct of the present 
Mayor and Council: we are com- 
pelled to say that they have done their 
daty Lonestly and faitbfolly, and without 
fear, favor, or affection. ; More than that 
they, one and all, desdfve well of their 
fellow-citizens. We will'ssy more, they 
deserve to be re-elected for anuther term 
at the ensuing clectiog, If one will 
turn bis eyes io any direption within the 
city limits, he will see streets newly grac- 
ed aad gravelled, and others repaired, 
and our thoroughfares: made passable;

Anstitated the most searébing investiga - 

tion into the past transa€¢tions of former 

Councils, bringing the examination of 

the financial affairs of the Corporation 
down to the present, through the assis- 
tance of Mr. Holmes, the old and ex- 
perienced Assistant Auditor of the Pro- 
vince. This acdit, too, was instituted, 
not by ontside pressure, but to 
make op for the deficiencies 
in former annual sudits, and to protect 
the interests of the city from loss, either 
through error or corruption. We repeat 
that we think that the present Mayor 
and Councillors, as well ag all the salar- 
fed officers, have acted honorably and 
faithfully, and deserve to be sustained ;
